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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This application was fUed 8/7/2001 and claims benefit of Provisional 
Application 60/224,196 (filed 8/9/2000). Claims 1-11, 13-17, 19-29 and 31-35 are before 
the Examiner. 

Electiofi/Restrictions 

2. The restriction of paper dated 1/14/2003 stands withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The rejection of claims 27-28 and 30 as stated in paper dated 7/16/2004, is 
withdrawn due to applicant" s amendment of paper dated 10/18/2004. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1, 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Specifically, the claims are ambiguous due to the amended version of the claim (in the 
fax of 10/18/2004) being unclear as to what is part of the claim, what has been taken 
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out of the claims, and what has been put into the claims. Also, in claim 1, there is a 
definition of R4 and R5 . However, these moieties have been deleted from the claims. 



6. Claims 2-11, 13-17, 19-26, 29 and 31-36 are objected to as being dependent from a 
rejected base claim. 



7. The closest prior art is as follows: Kirk (US Patent #5,594,143) and Otten (US 
Patents 6,479,436 & 6,262,074). However, neither of Kirk or Otten teach the same 
substitutient pattern as is instantly claimed.
